The matter of gravel bars form¬ 
ing in the Crows Nest River 
through Coleman district was dis¬ 
cussed and it was decided to at¬ 
tempt to have the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s water resources branch 
dredge out the river channel. 

Formation of the gravel bars in 
the river bed raises the water 
table in the area, causing flood¬ 
ing basements and also creates 
a hazard during spring high water 
periods. 

A complaint of unpleasant odors 
arising from burning garbage at 
two dumps in the vicinity of East 
Coleman was brought to the at¬ 
tention of the meeting and part¬ 
ies responsible for the dump 
grounds will be contacted with a 
view to having some action taken 
to correct the nuisance. 

President Steve Mraz was dele¬ 
gated to meet with town council 
in an attempt to try to get some 
action to relieve the dust pral> 
lems in East Coleman and on the 
main street.

Coleman town council will take the lead to 
try to get Blairmore and Bellevue councils to 
outlaw "Gate Night"-the night before Hal¬ 
lowe'en. 

It was decided to do this to pre¬ 
vent damage being done to resi¬ 
dents’ properties on Gate Night 
Gate Night started in the Crows 
Nest Pass several years ago and 
has been continued since — and 
gangs of young people travel from 
town to town in the area doing 
unwarranted damage to private 
property. 

Last year tires were slashed 
on several vehicles in Blaii- 
more and paint was sprayed on 
a car while others cars were 
plastered with raw eggs. 

Coleman council is planning to 
take action to stop Gate Night and 
offenders caught doing damage 
on this night will be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law. 

Rudy Szymanek was appointed 
by council to take over the duties 
of town foreman. Two applica¬ 
tions were received for the posi¬ 
tion. A meeting with Mr. Szyman¬

Effective immediately non-resi- ( 

denit aliens (Americans, etc.) who I 

cannot locate a resident or guide 
to hunt with them in Big Game 
Zone One, otherwise known as the 
special moose hunting area, will 
be able to hunt without a guide 
or resident if he files an affidavit 
or declaration that he has been 
unable to obtain the services of 
a guide or resident of the prov¬ 
ince. The Director of the Fish and 
Wildlife Division may cause to be 
issued in writing a certificate au¬ 
thorizing such applicant to hunt 
unaccompanied by a licenced guide 
or resident. 

The affidavits are available at 
any fish and wildlife office in the 
province. 

The change in the game regula¬ 
tions was brought about by large 
numbers of non-resident alien hunt¬ 
ers who have been unable to ob¬ 
tain the services of licenced guides 
or residents to go hunting with 
them this year. 

A large number of inquiries have 
been handled by provincial authori¬ 
ties from U. S. hunters, mainly 
from Seattle, about the special 23 
dollar Moose licence established 
this year. 

Repairs to 
basement wall 

Here is some advice on how to 
repair basement walls that have 
leaks in them: 

If the wall weaps: 

Remove all paint and wash the 
walls thoroughly. Then let them 
dy for an hour. 

Using the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions mix a cement paint and sen* 
it into the walls with a circular 
motion. 

Let the paint dry for tiwo or 
three hours then spray with a fine 
mist of water. 

During the next 24 hours re¬ 
peat the mist-spraying several 
times. 

Follow this with an application 
of a second coat of cement paint 
as described above and repeat mist 
spraying for 48 hours. 

When the wall drips in numerous 
places; 

Call in a masonry contr a ctor. 
Hie sure core for this pr sMm x 
lies in covering the outside of ton 
basement walls with asphalt and 
cement. 

Should a crack develop that 
leaks continually ordinary mortar 
win not suffice in making a 
repair.

With faucet spindle removed, 
look down into the faucet with a 
flashlight’s aid. The rim of the 
opening at the bottom of the faucet 
is the valve seat against which 
the faucet washer presses to shut 
off the flow. 

If the seat is rough, it should 
be made smooth with a faucet 
seat-dressing tool that is available 
inexpensively from hardware deal¬ 
ers. Make sure, however, that the 
grinding tool fits your faucet. 

One type of dressing tool con¬ 
sists of a stem with a cutter at 
one end, a wheel handle at the 
other and a spiraled cone in be¬ 
tween. 

The con-* is inserted into the 
body of the faucet and screwed 
down firmly. Then the tool should 
be rotated back and forth until 
the seat is ground smooth. 

Be sure to flush small bits of 
metal out of the faucet before re¬ 
placing the regular faucet .spindle 
assembly. 


selected to be included in a build¬ 
ers regular construction program 
and built using his normal con¬ 
struction practices. Labor and 
material records were kept by the 
Division of Building Research for 
the entire construction period and 
these records served as a basis of 
comparison with another house 
(Mark V) to be built as a second 
phase of the operation. 

This Mark V unit would be identi¬ 
cal in size and layout with the 
project house in order that the 
appearance and visible quality 
would remain the same. Construc¬ 
tion details would be revised to 
conform to minimum structural 
requirements in the Residential 
Standards and advantage would 
be taken of any improved tech¬ 
niques that offer potential cost 
savings. 

In effect, this experiment will 
provide a time and motion study 
on the construction of a typical 
house by a typical builder. The 
undertaking should provide an ob¬ 
jective study on the industrializa¬ 
tion of a single housing unit. 

Certainly, builders and potential 
home buyers across the country’ 
will be keeping a close eye on the 
Mark V as it could have a marked 
effect on house building operations 
in the critical years immediately 
ahead.

If you have you don’t have to 
tell us that it is hard on the 
nerves or that it hits the pocket- 
book by wasting water and fuel 
in the case of leaking hot water 
faucets. 

You most likely know that. 

But, how to fix them? Read on: 
There are three common causes 
of leaks in ordinary compression- 
type faucets: 

(°) Deteriorated packing around 
the top of the stem, or a loose 
packing nut; 

(2) Worn or defective washers; 

(3) Worn or corroded valve seats. 
Taking them in order, here are 

some corrective measures: 

If water leaks around the faucet 
stem where it enters the packing 
out, try tightening the nut. H the 
drip continues, shut off the water 
s«I»ply at the main valve in the 
basement or at any valve between 
the faucet and the main valve. 

Next loosen the packing nut by 
turning it counter-clockwise with 
an adjustable wrench. Remove the 
handle and slip the packing nut 
off the stem. This exposes packing 
inside the nut and packing wash¬ 
ers around the stem. Examine 
and replace both if worn or defect¬ 
ive. 

Water dripping continually out 
of the faucet spout is evidence 
of fault in the washer or valve 
seat. To get at the source of the 
trouble, loosen the packing nut 
and turn the faucet handle as if to 
turn on the water. Keep turning 
until the spindle can be lifted 
out. 

The washer will be found at the 
lower end of the spindle. If the 
washer is worn or defective, re¬ 
move the brass screw which re¬ 
tains it and replace the old washer 
with a new one. But don’t reinstall 
the spindle assembly without ex¬ 
amination of the valve seat. 

If worn or corroded, the seat 
will chew up washers in a hurry. 
Another sign of fault in the valve

Insect Stings 


A Fir*t Aid Tip From St. John 
Ambulance 

Insect stings are irritating, and 
in some cases can be quite seri¬ 
ous. Most adults will know wheth¬ 
er or not they are allergic to in¬ 
sect stings, but with small child¬ 
ren a rapid swelling and discolor¬ 
ation of the bite may be the first 
warning such an allergy exists. 

Where allergy is known, or sus¬ 
pected, or for any insect stings or 
bites in the mouth, it is advisable 
to see your doctor without delay, 
says St John Ambulance, the Ca¬ 
nadian First Aid authority. 

If the “sting” is visible, re¬ 
move it by indenting the surround¬ 
ing skin and scraping across it 
with a sterile instrument 

For all irritating insect stings, 
apply a soothing paste of baking 
soda, and cover the bite with a 
clean, dry dressing.

The new organization whose chart¬ 
er will be adopted in May, will 
be known as the Canada Safety 
Council. 

A third national organization, 
dealing with industrial safety has 
already expressed its desire to 
join the new umbrella group— 
which will cover all aspects of 
safety in Canada. 

The Canadian Highway Safety 
Council presently deals with motor 
vehicle safety while the League 
is concerned with home, child, 
farm, water and recreation safety. 

Under the proposed structure, 
the merging organizations will re¬ 
tain some form of identity inas¬ 
much as they will become divis¬ 
ions of the new Council. 

According to CUBIC and NHL of¬ 
ficials, a single national organiza¬ 
tion would create a focal point 
for organized safety as well as a 
central authority from which the 
news media, provincial safety 
councils, governments and busi¬ 
ness organizations could obtain 
information and assistance and 
establish a body with more stat¬ 
ure and influence that would oe 
in a position to gain increased 
support from all segments of Ca¬ 


nadian life. There would be in¬ 
creased efficiency and economy 
in operation. 

The resolution also empowered 
the executive of CH9C and NSL 
to apply to the Registrar General 
for a Canada Safety Council 
charter and to approve the by¬ 
laws of the newly-formed CouncJ. 

At their respective annual meet¬ 
ings C3HSC and NHL members 
elected a common Executive Com¬ 
mittee. The officers for the 1967-
